British Leaders In Moving 
Tribute To Slain Executive 


LONDON, Nov. 22 (AP) 

Britain’s top political figures 
joined in an unprecedented tle- 
yision tribute today to Presilent 
Kennedy. 

Prime Minister Douglas-Home 
rushed back to London from a 
country weekend to deliver a 
moving personal eulog. 

“There are times in life when 
mind and life stand still, and 
one such is now,” he said. “And 
all of you will have felt, as I 
did, that everything in one cried 
out in protest at the news that 
President Kennedy was dead at 
the hand of the assassin.” 
Douglas-Home was joined on 
the special nationwile program 
by Harold Wilson, leader of the I 
opposition Labor Party. 

Both recalled recent meetings 
with Kennedy in Washington. 

Douglas-Home said he walked 
with Kennedy in the White 
House garden and talked of 
Kennedy s . plans to secure 
peace. 

Moving Tribute 

“I recall him as a just man, 
a man who hated bigotry, who 
believed all men were equal in 
the sight of God and acted on 
that belief, and a man who, as 
a husband and father, was tol- 
erant and human, and as a poli- 
tician was a statesman who 
grasped all the opportunities 
that he had and looked forward 
with an imagination rare in a 
man of his years.” 

When Kennedy died, Douglas- 
Home was being driven to an- : 
cient Arundel Castle near 
Britain’s South Coast for a week 
end with the Duke of Norfolk. 
The news reached him when he 


arrived, and he turned about 
and drove back to London 50 
miles north. 

Wilson was addressing a ral- 
ly in the Northern industrial 
city of Manchester when word 
came of what he called “the 
tragic, senseless act.” 

All England Sad - 

“He was young and vigor- 
ous, ’. Wilson recalled. “When 
you talked with him in the 
White House, 'you were all the 
time conscious that you were 
talking with a man with tre- 
mendous power, but the talk 
was as intimate as if you were 
talking at your own fireside. 

j -j S,° many the plans, the 
ideals, that he formed, have not 
reached fruition, and some, of 
the plans will die with him. But 
what he did achieve was to 
bring a new sense of purpose 
to the American people 
Above all he will be 're- 
membered for his fight for ra- 
cial equality, which once begun, 
had to go on to the end.” 

Liberal Party leader Jo Gri- 
mond also appeared on the 
program. “All though Britain,” 
he said, “there are people who 
will feel this as a totally unex- 
pected personal tragedy.”
